By-law No. 3929 





A By-law to Expropriate a Right-of-way 
for Sewerage Purposes 


THE COUNCIL for The Corporation 
of the District of North Vancouver here- 
by enacts the following:— 

1. For the purpose of installing sani- 
tary sewerage works for the benefit of 
lands in the District of North Vancou- 
ver, the right-of-way hereinafter more 
particularly described is hereby expropri- 
ated and shall be taken and used by The 
Corporation of the District of North 
Vancouver for the purposes herein de- 
fined upon this by-law taking effect, pur- 
suant to the provisions of the Municipal 
Act, being chapter 225, Revised Statutes 
of British Columbia, 1960. 

2. The right-of-way hereby expropri- 
ated is situate in the District of North 
Vancouver, in the Province of British 
Columbia, more particularly described as 
follows: The east eight (8) feet of Lots 
Ninety-eight (98) to One hundred and 
four (104), both inclusive, Block Eleven 
(11), District Lot Six hundred and 
twenty-four (624), Group One (1), New 
Westminster District, Plan 2861. 

3. The right-of-way hereby expropri- 
ated is necessary for the proper installa- 
tion, operation, and maintenance of cer- 
tain sanitary sewerage works authorized 
by By-law No. 3088, and any compensa- 
tion and damages payable in respect 
thereof and otherwise consequent upon 
the passing of this by-law shall be charge- 
able to the said by-law. 

4. For the purposes aforesaid, The 
Corporation of the District of North Van- 
couver, by its servants, agents, and 
licensees, is hereby authorized to enter 
upon the hereinbefore-described lands, or 
any part thereof in perpetuity, with such 
mechanical equipment or other tools as 
may be necessary for the purpose of 
digging and refilling trenches or other 
works and of excavating and removing 
soil, rock, gravel, vegetation, or other 




























matter for the operation of such sanitary 
sewerage works as in the opinion of the 
Municipal Engineer may from time to 
time be necessary, and to lay or install 
pipes, manholes, or house connections 
on and under the said lands, and from 
time to time thereafter to enter upon the 
said lands for the purpose of inspecting, 
cleaning, repairing, maintaining, or 
placing, removing, or stopping up any 
such pipes, manholes, or house connec- 
tions, and for the purpose of gaining 
access to any contiguous right-of-way on 
any lands adjoining the right-of-way 
hereby expropriated. 

5. Any real property injuriously affected 
by the carrying-out of the installation, 
Operation, or maintenance of the afore- 
said sanitary sewerage works or any of 
them may be entered upon by the work- 
men or employees of The Corporation 
of the District of North Vancouver or by 
any contractors employed by The Corpo-

100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto.
